Ed Miliband: 
Government 
must help if 
big influx of 
immigrants

TORY-LED Kent County Council has 
won the support of Labour leader Ed 
Miliband in its bid to ensure it has sup¬ 
port in place should there be a fresh 
flood of immigrants into the county. 

Labour movement restrictions are 
lifted next year for those living in Ro¬ 
mania and Bulgaria. 

While a Foreign Office-commis¬ 
sioned report found the probabil¬ 
ity of “significant” migration was low 
it admits when the restrictions are 
scrapped in January 2014, the focus for 
Romanian and Bulgarian migrants will 
be the south east. 

And that could lead to pressure on 
public services, such as schools and 
housing which are already straining. 

County Hall leader Paul Carter says 
the risk of even low levels of additional 


demand on already overstretched budg¬ 
ets needs to be considered. 

He is due to call on his cabinet tomor¬ 
row (Monday) to agree to a report look¬ 
ing at the impact and potential squeeze 
on services, so the authority can plan 
accordingly. And it has gained the sup¬ 
port of the Labour Party, with leader Ed 
Miliband backing Cllr Carter’s plan to 
get prepared. 

During a visit to Maidstone this week, 
the leader of the opposition told KoS: 
“One of the things we need to get right 
for the future is to get resources to the 
right places where there is pressure 
from immigration. 

“The Government should be coming 
up with proposals to deal with this to 
ensure places under pressure have the 
resources to cope.” 

The situation has become a political 
hot potato, with political parties on the

Fears primary schools will struggle to cope 
under demand of even low-level immigration

right, such as Ukip, claiming in its coun¬ 
ty council election literature “up to 29 
million” people could head to the UK. 

In its manifesto, Ukip leader Nigel 
Farage claims: “If we want to keep the 
NHS free, prevent developers from con¬ 
creting over the countryside, protect 
our pensioners and our young people 
seeking work, something must be done.” 

Recent history, however, would sug¬ 
gest this is unlikely to be the case and 
that the influx, for example, of Polish 
people into the county actually boosted 
the local economy by easing labour 
market shortages in some sectors. 

A report by the National Institute for 


Economic and Social Research (NIESR), 
commissioned and funded by the British 
Embassy, this week challenged claims 
there would be an influx of Romanian 
and Bulgarian immigrants next year. 

It stated there would not be “signifi¬ 
cant” migration. 

Labour movement restrictions have 
been in place since the two Eastern Eu¬ 
ropean countries joined the EU in 2007, 
with limits as to the kind of work they 
can come here to do. 

But fears are with Romanians and 
Bulgarians free to move over here easily 
for work once restrictions are lifted, ad¬ 
ditional pressure will be placed on al¬ 
ready overstretched services. 

Kent is already tackling a primary 


school crisis, with some 10,000 extra 
places needed by 2016 - the equivalent 
of more than 40 primary schools. 

And with KCC forced to cut £94 mil¬ 
lion from its budget for 2013/14 due to 
cuts in government grants, the question 
is whether the county - as the gateway 
to England - will be able to cope, even 
with low levels of immigration. 

In a cabinet meeting tomorrow, Cllr 
Carter will call on fellow members to 
agree to a report by the corporate man¬ 
agement team looking at: 

■ The potential extent of Bulgarian and 
Romanian migration to Kent 

■ The risk for additional demand on 
services including school places (partic¬ 
ularly primary), housing (particularly 


social) and children’s services (in par¬ 
ticular specialist children’s services) 

■ What plans can be put in place to 
mitigate and manage any risks for ad¬ 
ditional demand for KCC services. 

In his report to cabinet Cllr Carter 
states: “Despite the UK Government and 
NIESR conclusion that the impact of mi¬ 
gration from Bulgarian and Romanian 
citizens will likely be low at the national 
level, the risk of even relatively low lev¬ 
els of additional demand at the local 
level on already overstretched budgets 
needs to be considered and prepared for 
as far as possible.”

THE political big guns were rolled out 
this week as the county saw campaign¬ 
ing for the upcoming county elections 
get under way. 

Labour leader Ed Miliband took a 
jaunt through the county on Tuesday - 
holding an impromptu question and 
answer session in Maidstone town cen¬ 
tre - while Ukip’s Nigel Farage ad¬ 
dressed crowds in Tunbridge Wells. 

Meanwhile, the ruling Conservatives 
unveiled their manifesto, which they 
hope will keep them in power. 

Indeed, it would take a seismic shift in 
voting patterns for the Tories to lose 
control given their dominance. Howev¬ 
er, with support for Ukip and Labour 
gaining ground, the opportunity for 
some surprises remains very real. 

Ed Miliband visited Greenhithe, Graves¬ 
end and Maidstone, and was buzzing 
with confidence his party could win

back support. Labour took a massive hit 
in the 2009 Kent County Council elec¬ 
tions, losing all but two of its 21 seats. 

Speaking to crowds in Maidstone he 
accused the government of taking the 
country “in the wrong direction”. 

He said: “We can turn things around, 
we can start putting people back to 
work and let’s start building houses 
again. We need to change the way we 


do politics by taking it to the streets, as 
we are doing in Kent. ” 

He also vowed to end “rip-off rail fares” 
by capping increases on all routes. 

Although Mr Miliband was swift to 
dismiss the threat of an apparently re¬ 
surgent Ukip, all three main parties will 
be keeping one eye over their shoulder 
in the run up to the May 2 polling day. 
KCC leader Paul Carter admitted Ukip 


presents a threat to the Tories, but stat¬ 
ed that his party has the “experience and 
track record” to prove it “can be trusted 
to provide high quality services”. 

“We cut waste and focus on the serv¬ 
ices residents need - that’s why Kent’s 
council tax is low and hasn’t been in¬ 
creased for three years,” he said. 

But Ukip will not be silenced so easily. 

Party leader Nigel Farage, who lives 
in Westerham, said: “Councils should 
be more responsive to local people, and 
less in thrall to central government. 
Councils should exist to serve their com¬ 
munities, not just spend their money.” 

The Lib Dems have remained rela¬ 
tively quiet so far. 

The national party has experienced a 
drop in support since the Coalition was 
formed, which was reflected in district 
and borough election results in 2011. 

Among its pledges, the party manifes¬ 
to vows to fix and make safer the coun¬ 
ty’s roads, make Kent a greener county 
and to provide better local services.

Boris calls for estuary airport 
to be named after Thatcher... 
‘No, no, no’ insist fierce critics

A PROPOSED multi-billion pound airport hub 
touted for the Thames Estuary should be named 
after the late prime minister Margaret Thatcher, 
London Mayor Boris Johnson insists. 

But the proposal has been blasted by opponents 
who said it was “ill-timed” publicity seeking. 

Mr Johnson - himself tipped as a future leader 
of the country - has already called for a statue to 
be erected in Mrs Thatcher’s honour in central 
London. 

His voice has joined a growing chorus calling 
for the woman dubbed the ‘Iron Lady’ to be the 
subject of a permanent memorial. 

Now he says the airport he has long champi¬ 
oned to ease the south east’s aviation capacity 
problem - which he wants sited off the north 
Kent coast - should bear the Thatcher name. 

He said: “Mega airports are springing up all 
over the Continent that are stealing British trade 
and are a threat to our economy. 

“It is why this country so desperately needs a 
new four-runway hub airport and I can think of 
no name that would strike greater fear into the 


hearts of our European rivals than Margaret 
Thatcher International Airport.” 

Those living in Medway may not quite embrace 
the proposals so warmly. 

It was Mrs Thatcher’s government which 
closed the naval dockyard at Chatham in 1984 
- a move which dealt a devastating blow to the 
towns’ economy and to thousands of families. 

Medway councillor Tristan Osborne, who will 
be standing for Labour in the next General Elec¬ 
tion for Chatham and Aylesford, mimicked one 
of the late leader’s most famous responses, in his 
comments on the proposal. 

He said: “Boris seeking to make publicity for 
this idea is an ill-timed intervention in question¬ 
able taste. 

“It is time Tories stopped putting names to air¬ 
ports and actually gave local people a direct say 
via a unitary authority-wide ballot. I believe the 
people of Medway will want to send a message to 
our Conservative MPs: no, no, no.” 

Labour leader on Medway Council, Vince Ma¬ 
ple, added: “Our position is that whatever the 
name of the airport, we do not support the princi¬ 
ple. It’s wrong for UK PLC and wrong for Kent. ” 

All the local Conservative MPs oppose the 


airport plans. 

The former Conservative Party leader died 
aged 8 7 on Monday after a stroke. 

Her funeral will take place on Wednesday, 
with a procession from Westminster to St Paul’s 
Cathedral.

Creative pioneers 
show their support 
for culture city bid 

DESIGNER Wayne Hemingway and architect Sir 
David Chipperfield have both thrown their 
weight behind a bid by east Kent to become the 
UK City of Culture in 2017. 

The duo have strong links to the county, with 
Mr Hemingway recently commissioned to design 
the re-imagined Dreamland site and Sir David 
having designed the Turner Contemporary - 
both situated in Margate. 

The creative pioneers pledged their support 
ahead of the initial bid deadline on April 30. 

The national competition is organised by the 
Department for Media, Culture and Sport 
(DCMS) and was inspired by the European City 
of Culture contest, won by Liverpool in 2008. 

The UK-only contest is awarded once every 
four years and should trigger enormous publicity 
and investment into the winning area. 

Should it beat off the competition from rivals 
-which include Chester, Plymouth, Portsmouth 
and Southampton, Hastings and Bexhill, 
Southend and Leicester - it would get the 
chance to host some major international events 
that could include the likes of the Turner Prize. 

Kent County Council is spearheading the bid in 
a joint partnership with the local authorities of 
Ashford, Canterbury, Dover, Shepway and 
Thanet, and a host of arts organisations. 

It confirmed it will promote the area under the 
slogan East Kent: A City Imagined. 

Mr Hemingway said: "East Kent is clearly 
finding its cultural mojo."

Apprentice star loses her

The tribunal 
said: "There was 
no dismissal of 
the claimant- 
the claimant 
resigned." 

Lord Sugar had 
previously said he 
believed the constructive 
dismissal claim was “an 
attempt to extract 
money" from him. 


WILDLIFE 

Three elephants die 
over 10-day period 

BOSSES at the county's leading wildlife 
parks are mourning after three of their 
elephants died in the space of two weeks. 

They all died in unrelated incidents - 
two at Howletts in Bekesbourne, near 
Canterbury, and the other at Port Lympne 
near Hythe. 

On April 2, a female elephant was 
injured by another in her herd and had to 
be put down. Then on Wednesday, a 
second female was having treatment for 
an infection in one of her back legs but 
collapsed and did not recover. 

And to complete the trio of tragedy, on 
Thursday a female at Port Lympne found 
herself unable to get to her feet and had to 
be put to sleep. 

A spokesman said: "The deaths are 
almost certainly completely coincidental."

THERE is probably a strong argument to say that 
Margaret Thatcher was one of the modern era’s 
single biggest influences on our county. 

In decisions which would divide Kent much as 
she did the nation, she oversaw the closure of the 
mining industry in the east and with the closure 
of the naval dockyard at Chatham, would blow 
an enormous hole into Medway’s traditional 
economic backbone. 

It was under her watch the deal to build the 
Channel Tunnel was built; another decision 
which had a profound effect on so many parts of 
the county. 

Your political opinion will determine whether 
you felt her a profound influence for good or 
bad. 

Yet her death this week ended numerous con¬ 
nections with Kent, the county which saw her 
take her first steps into the political arena and 
provided an escape when she reached the height 
of her power. 

In 1949, the future prime minister, then 
known simply as Margaret Hilda Roberts, was 
nominated by the Conservate Party to contest 
the parliamentary seat of Dartford - her first 
attempt to get into the House of Commons. 

The 24-year-old fought the seat twice; first in 
1950 and again 18 months later when the then- 
Labour government sought to build on its slen¬ 
der majority. It backfired and the Tories tri¬ 
umphed. But not in Dartford. She would increase 
her share of the vote, but lose on both occa¬ 
sions. 

But her early political attributes did achieve

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the recognition of one man. 

The Vicar of Meopham, the Rev Vernon Ni¬ 
chols, spoke of her when she was guest at an 
event organised by the Association of Men of 
Kent and Kentish Men: “She is a charming lady 
who, I am quite sure, will make a great name for 
herself in the coming months.” 

Responding, the then-Miss Roberts said: “We 
are very glad indeed, those of us who are thor¬ 
ough imports, to be living in the county of Kent. 

“From afar we admired you throughout the 
war and I think no-one, except those who either 
lived here or came here, knew just how much 
you went through. Can you wonder why some 
of us come to live in Kent with all that. 

“When we came to live here we found one 
other thing - you stole our hearts.” 

She also referred back to World War Two 
while speaking of her political philosophy to 
Dartford Young Conservatives at their garden 
fete, held in the grounds of Ashdown House. 

The future first British woman PM said: “In war¬ 
time there was a slogan - ‘It all depends on me’. I 
suggest the Young Conservatives bring back the 
slogan, because unless each one of us does our bit 


to put the country on its feet, no-one else will. ” 

It was in the town she met her husband Denis, 
when both attended a trade fair organised for 
the paint industry. 

Mrs Thatcher applied to contest the Canter¬ 
bury seat in 1953, but was turned down by the 
local selection committee. 

She would eventually win in Finchley, the 
seat she represented for the rest of her political 
career. By 1979 she was handed the keys to 
Number 10. 

But when the stresses of Westminster became 
overwhelming she decided Kent was an ideal ref¬ 
uge. Together with Denis, she used a flat in the 
grounds of Scotney Castle in Lamberhurst as her 
bolt-hole. The couple also owned two other 
properties in the village. 

One of the flat’s bathrooms remains decorated 
in the wallpaper put up by Margaret and Denis 
Thatcher, and the iron bath used by the Iron 
Lady remains in the apartment. 

The property was chosen because the security 
services felt able to keep the prime minister and 
her husband safe during their time in Kent. 

They used to set up camp in the nearby woods 
and it was reported at the time that Mrs Thatch¬ 
er slept in a bed with a bulletproof headboard. 

But she was frequently seen in both the 
grounds and the village, even donating clothes 
to an appeal at the primary school, while Denis 
was also a keen golfer on the nearby Lamber¬ 
hurst course. 

During election campaigns she made a 
number of visits to the county, while Canterbury 
Cathedral was the scene of her signing the so- 
called ‘Fixed Link Agreement’ - which paved the 
way for the Channel Tunnel - alongside French 
President Francois Mitterand. 

A more sombre visit came in 1989, when she 
was at the bedside in Dover Hospital of Royal 
Marines badly wounded in the IRA bombing of 
their Deal barracks in which 11 young bands¬ 
men died and 21 were seriously injured. 

In December 1990, the month after Mrs 
Thatcher’s resignation as Prime Minister, it was 
announced Denis Thatcher would be created a 
baronet - the first such creation since 1964. 

The award was published in February 1991, 
giving his title as Sir Denis Thatcher, 1st Baron¬ 
et, of Scotney in the County of Kent. 

This made her Lady Thatcher - although sub¬ 
sequently she was made a baroness in her own 
right. 


Castle's portrait remembers Maggie ‘as I was at the 
height of my power and when I was much younger’ 


A PORTRAIT of Mrs Thatcher 
- capturing her during the peak 
of her powers in Downing 
Street - has been put on public 
display at Hever Castle. 

The work of acclaimed 
portrait painter June Mendoza, 
it involved six two-hour sittings 
which took place in 1983 at 10 
Downing Street and Chequers. 

It was subsequently 
purchased from the artist in 
1999, by the Guthrie family, 
Hever Castle's current owners. 

Baroness Thatcher visited 
Hever Castle in the summer of 


1999 to see the portrait in its 
new setting. 

In a letter thanking Mr and 
Mrs Guthrie for their hospital¬ 
ity and opportunity to visit the 
castle, she wrote: "I am greatly 
honoured it is being placed in 
such a commanding position in 
that lovely room. 

"Moreover, as one gets older, 
it is good to think that I shall be 
remembered as I was at the 
height of power and when I 
was very much younger!" 

It will remain on display until 
her funeral.

"She was, in my view, our greatest peace¬ 
time prime minister. She took this country 
from an economic Laughing stock to it 
becoming an economic triumph. 

"She gave Britain back its national pride. 

"She was brave, gallant, extremely 
committed and very clear as to what it was 
she was trying to achieve."

“Lady Thatcher stood unsuccessfully as the 
candidate in Dartford twice and retained a 
strong affection for the area. 

“There are many activists in Dartford 
Conservative Association who actually 
helped campaign for Margaret Thatcher. 

“You will still now hear them refer to her 
as Margaret Roberts, as that was her name 
at the time."

"When I was an MP I spoke to her a number 
of times in the lobby - and it was always with 
a certain amount of trepidation.

“She'd absorb what you had to say and if 
appropriate she would change her mind."

“She faced enormous challenges when she 
became prime minister. The country was in 
decline, many people thought it was in 
terminal decline. But she saved it and for 
that we owe her a great debt."

"She encouraged self-reliance, the empower¬ 
ment of individuals and the business 
community.

Dockyard closure ended town’s naval legacy 
and created devastation still being felt today 


AS PART of the Thatcher government's policy of 
cutting back state spending, Chatham Dockyard 
- home to the Royal Navy for 400 years - was 
closed down. 

The announcement that more than 10,000 
people would lose their jobs was made in 1982, 
and the axe fell two years later. 

It would result in the industrial heartland 
of the Medway towns being devastated - the 
impact of which is still felt today. 

Paul Clark served as Gillingham MP for 13 
years from 1997 and is Labour's parliamentary 
candidate to once again fight the seat he lost at 
the last election. 

But during the 1980s he was a member of 
Gillingham Borough Council. 

"It was ironic that it always used to be put 
about that the Conservatives had a strong focus 
on defence so the dockyard was vulnerable 
under a Labour government," he said. 


“Yet it was the Conservatives who closed it all 
down, as part of their policy of rolling back the 
state. Cutting public spending was part of that 
so defence budgets were cut. 

"It was a case of private is good, public is bad. 

"The effect of the closure was a body blow to 
Medway. You take away more than 10,000 jobs 
and that is devastating for the local economy as 
all that money goes and other businesses suffer 
as a result. 

"There were also engineering businesses 
which had grown up and thrived alongside the 
dockyard that were closed or moved locations." 

As for his opinion on Mrs Thatcher, Mr Clark 
said: "One of the things that marked her out 
was her determination and focus to do what 
she felt was right. But there were also the tens 
of thousands of men, women and families 
who were adversely affected and I feel there are 
issues about her concern for them."

THE battle to close much of Britain’s coal mines 
will, for many, define Mrs Thatcher’s premiership. 

The fact the dispute spilled into Kent and its 
once thriving industry is frequently overlooked. 

Nowhere was the bitterness felt more than at 
places such as Betteshanger, which closed down 
in 1989. 

Former miner Gary Cox took part in the infa¬ 
mous miners’ strikes of 1984-85 and now runs 
heritage events remembering the days of the 
coalfields. 

Here is his very personal reaction to the death 
of Margaret Thatcher. 

I know how painful it is to lose a mother 
and how it affects the family. 

So I afford Margaret Thatcher’s family some 
consideration that she never afforded mine or any 
other miner’s family; my commiserations. 

However, nothing has changed for me; I have 
hated her for so long that her passing will have 
no effect on that. 

Our miners in Kent were breaking productiv¬ 
ity records on the day they shut the pits. 

They did not do that in defiance against the 
closure, they did it because they were proud, 
hard-working men who would not turn their 
back on their duty of being custodians of the pits. 


We are sat on billions of tons of coal, very 
good quality coal. The damage and despair of 
closing those pits is still evident today. 

Workers from all over the country came to 
Kent more than 100 years ago and shaped our 
history, in our towns and villages. To call those 
miners [as Thatcher did] “the enemy within” 
was, and will always be, unforgivable. 

Now we are only remembered for the strike 
and for bearing the name of militants. 

Kent miners, along with every other area in 
the UK, voted unanimously to take industrial 
action if the coal board decided to close any 
viable pit, other than those deemed exhausted 
or un-economical, due to geological reasons. 

Thatcher used this vote to destroy us. 

As for being militant, I can remember my Dad 
telling me he and his gang had been sent home 
for refusing to do their job. When I asked him 
why, he explained the tunnel they were 
working in was two-thirds full of water and 
they refused to work in dangerous conditions. 

I called him a sissy, but he said if they agreed 
this would set a precedent and others would 
have to work in those dangerous conditions. 

My father and his gang were prepared to do 
the work, but not prepared to risk A A 
the lives of future coal miners. ¥ ¥

Experts speak out against ‘irresponsible’ management that led to Paris Brown tweets furore

SCHOLARS have piled pressure on the county’s 
Police and Crime Commissioner, Ann Barnes, 
after accusing her of “irresponsible” manage¬ 
ment of the Paris Brown affair. 

Miss Brown, 17, from Sheerness, was appoint¬ 
ed by Mrs Barnes just ten days ago to work 
alongside her in providing a voice for Kent’s 
youngsters. 

But after the Mail on Sunday exposed a host of 
messages the teenager had posted on her Twitter 
website, she was savagely attacked in the press 
and on Tuesday announced she would not be 
taking up the £15,000 one-year post. Her role as 
the nation’s first Youth Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner was over before it had even started. 

But while the teenager will now step away 
from the spotlight and attempt to rebuild her 
shattered reputation, the question of who is to 
blame remains heavy in the air. 

Professor of social policy at the University of 
Kent, Frank Furedi, said the matter was likely to 
make Miss Brown “stronger and wiser” but he 
questioned the common sense of the team 
around her.

He said: “I think the management of this was 
irresponsible. I call into question their own ca¬ 
pacity to manage an institution like this. 

“Anyone with a modicum of common sense 
would have asked her [Miss Brown] whether 


there was anything that could come back to 
haunt her or has she got anything that could 
compromise her position. 

“The fact this was never checked shows Ann 
Barnes was childish in doing an adult job. 


“As it happens, the problem here is not Paris 
Brown, it’s the person who appointed her. 

“Serious questions have been raised about 
their own authority.” 

His comments were echoed by fellow Univer¬ 
sity of Kent academic, professor of journalism, 
Tim Luckhurst. 

“The person to blame here is the PCC who ex¬ 
posed a vulnerable 17-year-old to public scruti¬ 
ny without giving it a moment’s thought - she 
knew she would be looked at carefully by the 
press,” said Mr Luckhurst. 

“As far as the youth commissioner position is 
concerned, that person is not going to be the 
voice of anybody. That’s not their fault, it’s the 
fact they haven’t been voted in.” 

Mrs Barnes, who introduced the youth posi¬ 
tion as part of her manifesto, argues this should 
not be a “blame game”. 

As she denied claims the post was merely a 
publicity stunt, which has backfired in such dra¬ 
matic fashion, the pressure on her to consider 
her own position has grown. 

Mrs Barnes insists a blame culture “seldom 
achieves anything” but admitted the responsi¬ 
bility falls on her shoulders, saying: “I am

responsible for this situation and I was and am 
prepared to take the heat alone.” 

However, speaking to KoS after Miss Brown 
confirmed she was stepping down, the PCC was 
swift to argue that the police vetting process did 
not include the scrutiny of social networking 
sites for the grade of post. 

She is set to launch an independent review 
into the matter, looking into communication 
protocols between Kent Police and the office of 
the PCC. 

“My office employed the normal procedures 
and we asked Paris whether there was anything 
we should know about and she said no; I hon¬ 
estly believe this is because she just didn’t think 
about those tweets,” said Mrs Barnes. 


For all the furore which has surrounded her, 
spare a thought this weekend for Paris Brown.

She was not, Lest we forget, a desperate 
teenager in pursuit of 15 minutes of fame in a 
reality TV show, or one who used her sexuality 
to secure headlines.

age is an enormous mitigating factor. The 
ferocity of the attack she endured, however, at 
the hands of the national press scenting a kill, 
inexcusable.

A WEBSITE aimed at ‘silver surfers’ has 
been set up hoping to help web-phobic 
over-5 Os in the county find a happy 
start to using the internet. 

Designed to be easy to navigate, Gran- 
snet has already proved a hit nation¬ 
wide since its launch several years ago. 

But now it is rolling out a host of re¬ 
gional sites, designed to create busy fo¬ 
rums where users can chat, ask advice 
and make friends. 

Nationally, Gransnet has won sup¬ 
port from the likes of author Kathy 
Lette, TV presenter Judy Finnegan and 
actor Timothy Spall. 

The Kent site is still pretty bare, but 
it’s hoped, once an editor is appointed, it 
will start drawing in visitors as content 
expands. 

It will have information on events, 
classes, volunteering opportunities, 
things for sale, jobs and details on social 
meetings in the area. 

Officially launched so far are pages in 
Blackburn, Edinburgh, Oxfordshire and 
Worthing. 

The local sites have been unleashed 
thanks to cash from the charity Nomi- 


net Trust, which helps fund technology 
projects with a social purpose. 

It is calculated by communications 
watchdog Ofcom that some 7.5 million 
UK adults have never been online, with 
40 per cent of those being over 75. 

The company said it is on the lookout 
for a Kent editor who will be paid £100 
a month for a year, and can then earn 
more by selling advertising to clubs and 
businesses. 

A company spokesman told us: “We 
don’t yet have an editor for the Kent 
area, but the fact that anonymous lo¬ 
cals and businesses have already popu¬ 
lated the site with listings, shows it’s a 
busy and popular area. 

“We are looking for an enthusiastic, 
sociable person with their finger firmly 
on the pulse of the Kent community. 
They’d populate the site with listings, 
encourage businesses to advertise, for 
which they’d keep 100 per cent of local 
revenue, and organise meet-ups.” 

Gransnet founder Geraldine Bedell 
said: “Our members have already start¬ 
ed meeting up of their own accord and 
local sites will make that much easier. 



“Occasionally in the past our mem¬ 
bers have admitted to sometimes feeling 
lonely.

Ofsted exposes military school issues 

special KoSReport Marijke Cox examines education watchdog's report into 'serious welfare 
incidents’ at historic boarding school after concerns were highlighted by parents and governors

A PRESTIGIOUS military school has 
been the focus of an emergency investi¬ 
gation by education watchdog Ofsted 
following allegations of “serious welfare 
incidents”. 

Concerned parents spoke to KoS in Jan¬ 
uary, raising concerns about the historic 
Duke of York’s Royal Military School in 
Dover, which in 2010 moved from be¬ 
ing an independent boarding school to 
a state-run academy. 

But when we investigated, both the 
school and Department for Education 
flatly denied there had been any issues. 

Yet, this week, Ofsted published the 
results of an emergency unannounced 
social care inspection earlier this year. 

It had been triggered by concerned 
governors who had indentified “a 
number of problems during 2011/12”. 

And it confirmed there had been two 
“serious incidents” affecting boarders. 

Parents have suggested they were 
suicide attempts - claims the school 
could not confirm or deny when KoS 
put the allegations to them. 

A spokeswoman for the school told us: 
“It is really important to respect strict 
child protection rules and this means we 
cannot go into details; suffice to say there 
was one serious incident which was unre¬ 
lated to school issues and resulted in no 
harm to the student, and one lesser inci¬ 
dent which was a result of serious home¬ 
sickness.” 

The Ofsted report also refers to a “seri¬ 
ous bullying incident” the previous year 
which resulted in a major exodus of staff. 

Sixteen staff members left the school 
in 2012, among them previous 
headteacher Charles Johnson. He was 
replaced by Chris Russell. 

Since then, the school, which dates 
back 200 years, insists it has eradicated 
the previous problems - an opinion sup¬ 


ported by the Ofsted report and the De¬ 
partment for Education. 

In its report, Ofsted said: “There are 
clear development plans being imple¬ 
mented, but there is still some way to go 
to ensure these are fully embedded.” 

But it remains unclear why the school 
denied any untoward incidents had 
taken place just weeks prior to the re¬ 
port’s publication. 

Ofsted carried out the inspection in 
February, in response to “concerns re¬ 
ceived about the care of boarders at the 
school”. In the report, inspectors stated 
there had been a “serious bullying 
incident” in May 2011 resulting in an 
internal inquiry. 

“This uncovered wider concerns re¬ 
garding safeguarding practices at the 
school,” the report stated. 

“As a result, the school has undergone 
significant personnel changes with the 
departure of 16 staff, including members 
of the senior management team. 

“In the summer of 2012 a new senior 


leadership team took over, and in Sep¬ 
tember 2012 there were two serious 
welfare incidents affecting a particular 
year group of boarders. This has result¬ 
ed in a robust review of welfare policies 
and procedures being undertaken.” 

But parents, who spoke to this news¬ 
paper questioned why problems had 
not been dealt with earlier. 

They said they had been made to feel 
like troublemakers when raising con¬ 
cerns with the school and it was only 
now, with the publication of the Ofsted 
report, they felt vindicated. 

In a statement, the school said the 
Ofsted report had shown concerns 
about care of boarders at the school 
“were not substantiated”. 

However, it went on to explain action 
had been taken to address “a number of 
problems identified by the governing 
body of the school during 2011-12”. 

The spokeswoman said: “This action 
included the appointment in June 2012 
of a new executive principal with a 
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highly successful track record of 
school improvement. 

“The new leadership team intro¬ 
duced a range of measures designed 
to effect significant and long-term 
cultural change as well as a change 
in working practices which would 
strengthen safeguarding arrange¬ 
ments at the school. 

“The senior leadership team is to 
be further strengthened through 
the appointment of a new assistant 
principal with specific responsibility 
for student health and welfare. 

“While there is no room for com¬ 
placency, it is important to empha¬ 
sise the problems identified by the 


school in 2011/12 are now histor¬ 
ic. Ofsted is clear effective remedial 
action has been taken and that 
complaints which triggered the re¬ 
port were not upheld by Ofsted. 

“In conclusion, strong and effec¬ 
tive leadership action has addressed 
historic issues and has received the 
endorsement of the statutory agen¬ 
cies and the students themselves.” 

A DIE spokesman said Duke of 
York’s had taken measures to ad¬ 
dress “serious concerns”. 

“We will monitor progress closely 
and will not hesitate to intervene if 
the required improvements are not 
made,” said a spokesman.

Mixed reaction as Lydd expansion gets go-ahead 



STORM CLOUDS: Decision to allow Lydd Airport to expand faces legal action from those against move

CAMPAIGNERS against Lydd Airport’s expan¬ 
sion have vowed to take legal action against the 
Government’s decision to allow plans to go ahead. 

Some six years after proposals were first put 
forward, it was announced this week that own¬ 
ers Lydd Holdings Ltd will be allowed to push for¬ 
ward with a £2 5 million development at the air¬ 
port on the Romney Marsh. 

It includes a 300 metre runway extension, 
plus 150m starter extension and a new terminal 
building capable of handling up to 500,000 pas¬ 
sengers a year. 

The latest plans received a fierce backlash 
from campaigners, including many residents, 
who cited environmental reasons as well as noise 
pollution. Some also raised concerns over the 
airport’s proximity to Dungeness power station. 

Others, however, including MP for Folkestone 
and Hythe Damian Collins, said the expansion 
would boost employment in the area. 

Shepway District Council approved plans in 
2010, but the Government stepped in and a pub¬ 
lic inquiry was launched in 2011, with this lat¬ 
est decision made in line with the planning in¬ 
spector’s recommendations. 

Lydd Airport executive manager Hani Mutlaq 
said the government’s decision was “a victory 
for common sense and for the people of Romney 
Marsh”. He vowed that his team would move 
ahead quickly with delivering an “ambitious 
project to create jobs, boost tourism and revital¬ 
ise a long-standing economic blackspot”. 


“We submitted our applications in December 
2006 and it has been a long road,” he said. “The 
right choice has been made for the community. ” 
Airport owners are seeking a meeting with 
Shepway council planners to begin the process 
of ensuring any environmental issues, noise and 
traffic matters are tackled. 

But while airport owners were celebrating, 
those opposed vowed to take legal action. 

Lydd Airport Action Group argued that the de¬ 
velopment infringed “at least two” European di¬ 
rectives concerning habitats and nuclear safety. 


The group argues the expansion would pose a 
risk to the public due to the proximity to Dunge¬ 
ness, which is less than three miles away. 

“It means in the future, large aircraft such as 
the Boeing 737, weighing over 70 tonnes fully 
loaded, will be taking off and landing 60 seconds’ 
flight time away from the nuclear power com¬ 
plex,” LAAG said. “The risk of crash damage and 
the consequences of an accident are too great.” 

The group has vowed to take legal action 
against the decision, and has filed for infringe¬ 
ment proceedings. 


Bird group the RSPB was also shocked, stating 
it was “profoundly concerned for the future of 
one of the UK’s most important and iconic wild¬ 
life sites”. It said the decision went against the 
wishes of local people, who voted two to one 
against the airport’s plans in a local referen¬ 
dum. 

RSPB’s conservation director Martin Harper 
said: “This is the wrong decision as it opens the 
door to real damage to Dungeness, to its wildlife 
and the quality of life for many of its residents 
and risks destroying a unique asset. 

“We will be taking time to review the detail of 
the decision - and to plan our next steps.” 

Director of CPRE Protect Kent, Hilary New¬ 
port, called the decision “extremely concerning”, 
adding: “It clearly shows the government is 
more concerned with pounds than people.” 

But while there were many opposed, others 
support the plans for Lydd, which caters for ex¬ 
ecutive jets, helicopters, private light aircraft 
and cargo flying and handles around 22,000 
aircraft movements a year. 

Expansion will allow larger planes to fly, with 
airport owners stating this will open up a small 
network of scheduled services to places includ¬ 
ing Belfast, Dublin, Glasgow and Edinburgh. 

“In time, additional charter services would be 
operated along with services to European cities, 
such as Barcelona, Geneva and Madrid for busi¬ 
ness and leisure needs,” said an airport spokesman. 

Owners say the expansion will support some 
330 direct and 170 indirect jobs, with tourism 
brought in from the airport supporting addition¬ 
al employment in the range of 33 to 96 jobs.

Promotion first step in Scally’s five-year 
plan to get Gillingham in Premier League

GILLINGHAM chairman Paul Scally was back to 
his bullish best this week as rekindled his five- 
year plan to get the club into the Premier 
League. 

The team’s 1-0 win over Torquay United last 
Saturday, in front of home fans at their Priest- 
field Stadium, guaranteed they would be rising 
out of League Two, ending a three-season stay 
in the professional game’s lowest tier. 

And now Mr Scally is setting his sights sky-high 
after reigniting his claims the club can make it all 
the way to the top of the football pyramid. 

He told KoS: “In five years time I would like to 
be in the top end of the Championship [one step 
below the Premier League], if not challenging for 
atop spot.” 

But he insists Gillingham’s success can only be 
fuelled by the club relocating to a new home. 

Priestfield has a capacity of just over 11,500, 
but Mr Scally insists there is a need for a purpose- 
built venue capable of attracting big crowds and 
generating the serious revenues required to help 
fund a push to the world’s most lucrative league. 

He quipped: “I wouldn’t want to be in the 
Premier League in our current stadium; it 
wouldn’t be the end of the world, but it wouldn’t 
be suitable for the Premiership. 


“However, if I was getting £70 million a year 
in television money I could live with it.” 

Mr Scally says he remains keen on building on 
the Mill Hill site at Chatham Docks - subject to 
major redevelopment and the focus of the club’s 
aborted bid to move there last summer. 

He says a planning application for the new 
stadium, complete with leisure complex, will 
be submitted to Medway Council at the end of 
the year. 

Meanwhile, fans will see ticket prices rise for 
League One games next season. 

The chairman said: “I envisage there will be 
an increase; whether it will be small or large I’m 
not sure. I’m going to try and make it as competi¬ 
tive as possible. 

“There are more costs in League One; wages are 
higher, bonuses more expensive. We haven’t had 
a price increase for three or four years. We ab¬ 
sorbed the 2.5 per cent VAT increase the Govern¬ 
ment imposed, but we can’t continue to do so. 

“Being in League One doesn’t bring a massive 
cash benefit, but it’s a benefit because it’s closer 
to the Championship, which is where we want to 
be. That will be our next goal - to try and get out 
of League One.” 

The Gills went into this weekend with three 
games of the season remaining and will hope to 
put the icing on the promotion cake by securing 
the League Two title.

£1.5 million investment 
targets better care for 
our dementia sufferers

IN HER final years, Margaret Thatcher faced a 
challenge even the Iron Lady could not defeat as 
she found her once razor-sharp mind blunted 
and then blurred by the onset of dementia. 

It is an illness which has become the single big¬ 
gest challenge facing the NHS today, and perhaps 
the greatest fear of those aged 50 and above. 

It eats away at mental capacity and can leave 
sufferers confused, with failing memories and, in 
some cases, unable to recognise 
their family. There is no cure and 
causes agony for all involved. 

According to the latest statis¬ 
tics, some 16,500 people in 
Kent and Medway are current¬ 
ly suffering with the condition, 
with less than half of those offi¬ 
cially diagnosed. 

So concerned are NHS bosses 
they have placed dementia at 
the top of their agenda. And 
they warn the problem is only 
to worsen as people live longer. 

Under the health reforms, 
where clinical commissioning 
groups (CCGs) have replaced 
primary care trusts and Kent 
County Council is taking con¬ 
trol of public health, dementia 
is a priority with a £1.5 million 
investment being pumped in 
this year to cover four new NHS 
measures: 

• Improving diagnosis rates - in Kent this 
stands at 43 per cent, just slightly lower than 
the national 46 per cent 

• Improving care in the community 

• Launching a volunteer scheme - training up 
members of the public to work with people 
with dementia 

• Setting up 4 dementia communities ’ working in 
partnership with local authorities, businesses, 
voluntary organisations and people with de¬ 
mentia, to make support available. 

Head of integrated commissioning of the Kent 
and Medway Commissioning Partnership, Sue 


Gratton, said she was confident these measures 
would help raise awareness and also drive up 
diagnosis rates. 

She said: “One of the big problems is diagnos¬ 
ing people. Our current diagnosis rate is 43 per 
cent, but we’re aiming to increase this to 60 per 
cent in the next two years.” 

Ms Gratton said diagnosis was difficult as 
many people did not come forward for help. 

“There is still a stigma attached to dementia: 
it’s reportedly the most feared disease for people 
over the age of 50, even more than cancer. 

“You can’t cure dementia, 
but if people do have an early 
diagnosis, we can help them to 
plan their lives while they still 
can for themselves and their 
loved ones. It can help avoid a 
future crisis. It can also help 
people stay in their own homes 
for longer.” 

Ms Gratton said raising the 
profile of the disease and bringing 
communities together to support 
those with it would help others 
become more sympathetic. 

The Alzheimer’s Society this 
week called on health commis¬ 
sioners to ensure appropriate 
support services were available 
and to make sure work was be¬ 
ing undertaken to make com¬ 
munities “dementia friendly”. 

It followed a report by the 
charity, highlighting how lone¬ 
ly people with dementia are. 

The Alzheimer’s Society south east area man¬ 
ager, Chris Wyatt, said it revealed the stark truth 
of how people living with the condition were 
suffering alone. 

“We need to put a stop to this epidemic of lone¬ 
liness, not only to improve quality of life, but also 
to save thousands from reaching crisis point and 
being admitted to hospital unnecessarily or care 
homes early,” he said. 

“The reality is that many people still feel dis¬ 
connected from society. It’s time for all of us to 
play a part in helping people with dementia live 
well with the condition.” 


THE ILLNESS 


Dementia describes a set of 
symptoms including memory 
Loss, difficulty in communica¬ 
tion and reasoning, and mood 
changes. Symptoms gradually 
get worse overtime. 

These symptoms occur when 
the brain is damaged by certain 
diseases, including Alzheimer's 
and damage caused by a series 
of small strokes.

A SPRAWLING country estate, once 
the retreat of two of the nation’s most 
famous monarchs, has gone on the 
market for £4.95 million. 

Horton Priory dates from the 12 th 
century and boasts 11 bedrooms, a 
cinema room, gym, heated swimming 
pool, four air-conditioned wine cel¬ 
lars, croquet lawn, tennis court and 
even its own small golf course. 

But what will attract the most atten¬ 
tion is that former owners of the prop¬ 
erty in Monk’s Horton, near Ashford, 
include Henry VIII and Elizabeth I. 

The grounds include woodland and 
fishponds as well as the remains of a 
chapel. 

Will Peppitt, a director of estate 
agents Savills which is handling the 
sale, said: “The people who want a 
home like this appreciate it as a fasci¬ 
nating piece of architecture. It really is 
in the premier league of properties.” 

Set in 55 acres of grounds, the prop¬ 
erty has a colourful history. 

It was first the home of Norman no¬ 
bleman Robert de Ver, who held the 
office of Constable of England during 
the reign of King Henry I. 


It then became a monastery until 
the 16th century, when King Henry 
VIII dissolved the monastic orders. 

The monarch promptly seized it for 
himself - although there is no evi¬ 
dence he ever stayed there. 

The house passed into the hands of 


Thomas Cranmer, Archbishop of Can¬ 
terbury, and was then the property of 
the Mantell family. 

However, they had only a short 
time in charge as Walter Mantell re¬ 
belled against Queen Mary and was 
hung, drawn and quartered at Maid¬ 


stone in 1553. 

Queen Elizabeth took it back into 
royal hands before the Mantells - back 
in royal favour - resumed ownership 
for another 300 years. 

In the early 20th century John 
Cairnes of Boston, USA - a descendant 


of one of the original Pilgrim Fathers 
- took it over and extensively reno¬ 
vated it 

The current owners have indicated 
to Savills that they wish to downsize, 
but their identities have not been re¬ 
vealed by the estate agents.

Anglers focus on cultural differences 
in bid to protect fish from poachers 

Warning posters translated to raise migrant awareness of fishing laws

A FISHING watchdog has been forced to take ac¬ 
tion against Eastern European migrants who 
they believe are destroying Kent’s river species 
by illegal poaching. 

The Angling Trust has launched an aware¬ 
ness campaign targeting foreign nationals 
thought to be taking fish from the county’s wa¬ 
terways. 

Not so tightly governed in their home coun¬ 
tries as it is here, they often don’t realise they are 
having such a damaging impact. 

So concerned is the group about the diminish¬ 
ing number of salmon, trout, pike, bream, carp 
and eel, it has printed details of the fishing ban 
on posters in Polish, Romanian, Lithuanian and 
Slovakian as well as English. 

Environmental campaigner and Maidstone 
councillor Tony Harwood believes the problem is 
down to cultural differences, as many Polish mi¬ 
grants will have legally fished from rivers in their 
native country. 

He said: “In the huge pristine wetlands of Po¬ 
land or Lithuania the environment can sustain 
the taking for the pot of pike or European eel - 
the heavily polluted and modified ‘drains’ that

rivers have become within our over-crowded 
county can not. 

“Domestic culinary tastes have also changed, 
with the recent influx of migrants from Eastern 
Europe and the Far East, who are culturally at¬ 
tached to eating species that the indigenous 
population no longer see as a potential meal - 
freshwater coarse fish, for example.” 

Fishing requires a licence and some species 
cannot be removed from rivers. 

Fish poaching has become a real issue in the 
county despite the potential for a hefty fine of as 
much as £50,000. 

This has pushed the Environment Agency to 
set up a 24-hour hotline for people to contact if 
they see anything suspicious. 

Fisheries officer Ben Lord said: “Poaching is 
regional and often depends on the species avail¬ 
able in that area. 

“In the south east and Kent you have a broad 
mixture of fish. The Darent, Stour and Medway 
support a lot of trout and other coarse fish like 
bream and carp. 

“If larger fish get taken away it can have a real 
impact on the breeding process. The success of 
next year’s spawning can depend on it.”

TARGET ON DEER 


While action is being taken against illegal 
fish poaching, conservationists have 
revealed the problem goes far wider, with 
deer, rabbit, hare, and even wild boar a 
target for illegal hunters. 

Jamie Cordery, the south east deer liaison 
officer for The Deer Initiative, which looks to 
manage deer populations, outlined areas of 
west Kent and Ashford where poachers are 
at work. 

He said: "Poaching 
is in the background 
the whole time, there 
is always a degree of 
it going on. It 
happens everywhere 
there are deer. 

"There are several 
reasons for the poaching of deer. But the 
main one is money. People will often go out 
with guns, a spotlight and sometimes night 
vision equipment to kill deer and sell on the 
carcasses. That Leaves a legacy of wounded 
animals. It's fairly obviously a public danger 
and it often damages crops, fences and so 
on as poachers don't care how they gain 
access." 

Both the Environment Agency and The 
Deer Initiative interact with Kent Police 
throughout the year to try and stop 
poachers in the county. 

Wildlife and rural environmental crime 
coordinator PC Michael Laidlow believes 
poaching is being tackled productively, he 
said: "We do have a problem, but not a big 
one. Our biggest problems are hare coursing 
and fish poaching."

Grand National course 
still ‘hazardous’ despite 
safety change success

AN ANIMAL welfare campaign group says the 
Grand National is still “a deeply hazardous 
course” despite relief last weekend’s big race saw 
no fatalities. 

Changes to the course - which saw the start 
moved further away from the grandstands and 
the core of the fences changed from timber to a 
more flexible plastic - appear to have worked 
well as all 40 runners and riders emerged from 
the race unscathed. 

However, there were casualties at other races 
during the three-day meeting at the Aintree 
course in Liverpool. 

And that has caused Tonbridge-based Animal 
Aid to continue to call for changes. 

As we reported two weeks ago, it wants the 
Grand National banned. 

Director Andrew Tyler told KoS: “We are re¬ 
lived no horse died in the Grand National, and it 
seemed to be a much calmer race. There was not 
the frantic atmosphere of years gone by. 

“We have been pointing to the severity of the 
core of the fences for years and thankfully this 
year something was done.” 


Mr Tyler said in the past, heavy tree logs were 
inside many of the different sized and shaped 
fences, which was “like hitting a brick wall” for 
the horses and jockeys if they made a mistake. 

He added: “It must be remembered we don’t 
want to see jockeys hurt either. 

“But two horses were killed on that course in 
the days before the Grand National.” 

Animal Aid says some 72 horses have died at 
Aintree during the Grand National’s history dat¬ 
ing back to 1839. He called for all fences on all 
courses to be uniform, so both jockey and horse 
know what is expected of them at each one. 

He added: “We would like to see fewer than 40 
starters in the Grand National, and fewer fences, 
the same shape and size. Despite the improve¬ 
ments it still remains a deeply hazardous course. ” 

The British Horseracing Authority said: “Some 
risk to horses is inherent in the sport, as it is to dif¬ 
fering degrees in the life of a horse in any environ¬ 
ment, but we recognise our responsibility to care 
for our horses and reduce unnecessary risks. 

“Horseracing has constructive relationships 
with animal welfare organisations, such as the 
RSPCA, SSPCA, World Horse Welfare and Re¬ 
training of Racehorses, and works with these 
and other groups to reduce risk.” 



LAST Saturday's race was won by 66-1 outsider Auroras 
Encore, ridden by Ryan Mania. 

The win meant a bumper day for bookmakers who were 
saved paying out on one of the heavily backed favourites. 

To highlight the inherent danger in the sport, Mr Mania 
found himself injured after taking part in a race the day 
after the Grand National in Hexham. 

He received a kick between the shoulder blades after 
falling from a horse and had to spend time in hospital. 

Kent's only major racecourse, based at Folkestone, closed 
temporarily last year.

Battle of Britain hero 
shot down in flames

THE heroics of a doomed Battle 
of Britain fighter pilot - shot 
down after a dramatic dog fight 
over the county - were remem¬ 
bered with a special memorial 
unveiled this month. 

Sgt Robert Fraser was just 
20 when he was downed after 
a battle in the skies above 
Folkestone. 

His plane crashed in flames 
on October 22, 1940, at Moat 
Farm in Shadoxhurst. It had 
been shot out of the sky after a 
fight with German Messersch- 
mitt Bf 109s. 

In a special ceremony in the 
quite country wood, various 
figures and organisations came 
together to remember where 
the young man lost his life with 
the unveiling of a plaque. 

Sgt Fraser - known as Bobby 
-joined the RAF Volunteer Re¬ 
serve in 1938. 

A member of 2 5 7 Squadron, 
his Hurricane, number V68 51, 
is believed to have destroyed a 
twin-engine German Bf 110 
fighter-bomber over Essex just 
a month earlier. 

The Battle of Britain aerial 
conflict raged in the skies above 
southern England during the 
hot summer and into the au¬ 
tumn of 1940. 

Outnumbered RAF pilots, 
mainly flying Spitfire and Hur¬ 
ricane aircraft, took on the Ger¬ 
man bombers and their fighter 
escorts which targeted airfields, 
military installations, factories 
and towns. 

The aerial attacks by Hitler’s 
Luftwaffe were intended to be 
preliminary to an invasion - 
which would have required 
Nazi dominance of the skies. 
But “The Few” - immortalised

by Prime Minister Sir Winston 
Churchill - drove back the at¬ 
tackers and any plans for a 
landing on this country’s 
shores were abandoned. 

High Sheriff Michael Bax, 
who lives at the farm, unveiled 
the memorial plaque as one of 
his last actions in the post; his 
one-year spell in the role ended 
last weekend. 

Among those attending the 
unveiling were a former Hurri¬ 
cane pilot, Wing Commander 
Bob Foster DFC, and other rep¬ 
resentatives from the Battle of 
Britain Memorial Trust. 

The memorial was made and 
donated by Gordon Newton of 
the Stone Shop in Maidstone. 

The simple plaque reads: 
“Near this place, Hawker Hur¬ 
ricane V6851of257 Squadron 
crashed on 22nd Oct 1940 fol¬ 
lowing combat with Me. Bf 
109s over Folkestone. Sgt Pilot 
Robert H B Fraser was killed. 
He is interred in Craigton Cem¬ 
etery, Glasgow.” 

Six standard bearers from 
ex-service organisations were 


at the ceremony for Sgt Fraser 
and the service was led by the 
Rev Rod Whateley, the Vicar of 
Warehorne. 

Other Battle of Britain Me¬ 
morial Trust members present 
included Group Captain Patrick 
Tootal, OBE, who is secretary 
of both the trust and the Battle 
of Britain Fighter Association. 

Rev Whateley said Sgt Fraser 
had “paid the ultimate price for 
our freedom”, adding that the 
plaque would be “a lasting re¬ 
minder of his courage, bravery 
and sacrifice”. 

Mr Bax added: “The memo¬ 
rial is right by a public right-of- 
way so people can visit it.” 

The aircraft itself was discov¬ 
ered in the 1970s by David 
Buchanan from St Michael’s, 
who is an expert on crash sites. 

He said: “Local knowledge 
was that a Hurricane had 
crashed in the wood, but it still 
took us quite a long time to find 
it. It had hit the base of a large 
oak tree and wasn’t buried too 
deep, so we dug out the engine 
by hand. I found some coins 
which had been fused together 
due to the intense heat and also 
a Royal Artillery keyring.” 

Sgt Fraser’s name is com¬ 
memorated on the Christopher 
Foxley-Norris wall at the Na¬ 
tional Memorial to the Few at 
Capel-le-Ferne, between Dover 
and Folkestone. 

It lists those who received 
the Battle of Britain Clasp to at¬ 
tach to the 1939-45 Star for 
service in the air under Fighter 
Command between July 10 
and October 31, 1940 medal. 

The trust is currently raising 
money for a new visitor experi¬ 
ence and learning centre - to 
be called The Wing. See www. 
battleofbritainmemorial.org to 
find out more.

Everyone must be connected 

Ukip Leader Nigel Farage warns we must not fall behind the technology 
curve by Leaving 10 per cent of the county without superfast broadband 


AS WE cast our minds back to 
review the impact Margaret 
Thatcher’s reforms had on Brit¬ 
ish life, one of the most signifi¬ 
cant will be those on business. 

And, in particular, the im¬ 
portance she placed on making 
it easier for small businesses to 
enter the marketplace, thus 
creating economic growth. 

It opened up a whole new 
world of possibilities. Fresh ide¬ 
as were no longer the reserve 
only of rich or big companies 
seeking to expand. 

These reforms changed the 
business world for the better. 

Ideas such as these have left 
the manifestos of the social 
democratic parties in Westmin¬ 
ster, but can still be found in 
the policies and hearts of Ukip 
campaigners as we put forward 
our proposals to get this coun¬ 
try out of the economic quag¬ 
mire it has been struggling in. 

These aren’t just issues 
which are fought on the na¬ 
tional stage, but can be found 


at every level of public life, as 
can be seen in Kent with the 
anger of residents facing a ‘dig¬ 
ital ghetto’ as superfast broad¬ 
band leaves them excluded. 

In March, Roger Gough, 
Kent County Council’s cabinet 
member responsible for broad¬ 
band, announced the deal be¬ 
tween the council and BT to 
upgrade parts of the county to 
superfast broadband. 

These kinds of technologies 
provide a huge benefit to small 
businesses in Kent by ensuring 
their communications keep 
them competitive and, impor¬ 
tantly in times of economic 
hardship, allow flexibility and 
savings in travel costs and 
times by permitting online 
meetings, quicker uploads and 
efficient internet usage. 

KCC is funding this and us¬ 
ing money from Broadband UK 
which is, in reality, Her Majes¬ 
ty’s Government. 

Yet despite the money com¬ 
ing from across the county, 10 


per cent of people will be left 
with inadequate broadband 
speeds of 2mbps or lower. The 
significance of this has already 
been seen with one local estate 
agent stating to contacts in the 
affected area that “as a collec¬ 
tive, the 01959 56**** area 
must not be left behind the 
larger towns as it is probable 
that our commercial viability 
and the desirability of our 
homes could be affected”. 

It is not just property prices 
which will be affected, but the 
competitiveness of those busi¬ 
nesses in the area which KCC 
has decided to exclude from 
this project, despite using their 
money to fund the scheme. 

Neighbouring Surrey regard 
the issue as important enough 
to fund over 99 per cent cover¬ 
age, including the most difficult 
to reach areas which are usu¬ 
ally rural and already experi¬ 
ence fewer council services such 
as transport and amenities. 

It is vital that everyone in

Kent benefits from this upgrade 
in technology - not just be¬ 
cause they have paid for it, but 
because it is an example of the 
direction this country and this 
county needs to go in if we are 
to achieve growth. 

If we can’t ensure adequate, 
professional levels of communi¬ 
cation for hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of people despite the will, 
need and money being made 
available, what message does 
that send out about UK PLC? 

And what message does 
KCC’s ambivalence towards 
these 10 per cent who are miss¬ 
ing out on the superfast broad¬ 
band say about how they view 
these residents? 

It might be an ‘invisible’ service 
but it’s become part of modem liv¬ 
ing in the same way as access to 
schools and refuse collection. 

Will the council be excluding 
areas of the county from these 
services in the future because 
they consider them to be too dif¬ 
ficult to provide?

E VEN if you’re not 

interested in motorcycling, 
you almost certainly will 
have heard of the Isle of 
Man TT, one of the world’s 
most dangerous road races, 
where competitors pulse along country 
lanes as frankly terrifying speeds. So 
why, if you were a competitor, would 
you go back after it claimed the life of 
your nephew and almost killed you? 

TT legend Nick Jeffries will be answer¬ 
ing exactly that and more when he vis¬ 
its Tunbridge Wells as part of a nation¬ 
wide tour of Let’s Talk Bike, where he 
discusses his obsession with the famous 
time trial race. 

He will be accompanied by fellow rid¬ 
er Ian Hutchinson, former Top Gear 
presenter Steve Berry, and motorsport 
photographer Stephen Davison. 

Jeffries grew up with the sport in his 
blood as his father Alan was a success¬ 
ful rider in the Isle of Man race, coming 
second twice between 1947 and 1949. 

Nick’s brother Tony raced between 
1969 and 1973 winning three races, 
before he became a paraplygic after a 
serious crash in Yorkshire. 

Tony’s son, David, tragically lost his 
life on the island in 2003 during a crash 
in practice, that after becoming the 
first and only rider to win three triple 
TT crowns in a row. 



But Nick is set to return after a ten- 
year absence for the annual event 
which takes place next month. And 
there is nothing more nerve-wracking 
than the 37.7 mile road course, accord¬ 
ing to the 60-year-old, with bikes reach¬ 
ing 2OOmph in places, and averaging 
130mph around the country roads, 
lined with houses, dry-stone walls and 
crowds of thousands of fanatical motor- 
sport fans. 

“I did 83 races around there, and 
hopefully will do two more this year,” 
he said. “You can liken the atmosphere 
to where you’re waiting for the shot for 
the 100m, it does wonders for your 
bowels, I can tell you. 

“People do 1,000 mile journeys but 
while the Isle of Man TT isn’t so long it is 
as demanding. You have to be inch per¬ 
fect at the speeds you’re doing. There 
are very few moments you can relax, it 
is a very testing requirement on a hu¬ 
man being.” 

It takes great skill to master the 
course, and it cannot be done by simply 
studying maps to learn all the corners, 
you have to feel the road, says Jeffries. 

“People struggle with that, but it 
came naturally to me,” he said. “There 
are 200 bends and I know them like the 
back of my hand. I don’t know why. 

“I was a fairly good road rider, up on

the Yorkshire Dales, you get a feel for 
the way the road goes. I began by doing 
that, riding it like a fast public road, get¬ 
ting a feel for the way it’s going. I always 
learned by thinking it was going to be 
tighter than it was.” 

Even the most experienced rider can 
make mistakes. It has claimed the lives 
of more than 200 riders since it began 
in 1907. 

“During practice for my first ever race 
I crashed and broke my wrist. I rode the 
next day with it bandaged up. 

“There were two identical bends my 
father had warned me about, I took 
the second bend too fast and thought I 
got it right, I went down and smashed 
the wall. 

“I’ve had five accidents around Isle of 
Man and three were massive. In one I 
ended up in a helicopter in a neck brace, 
my ankle was hanging off, but it’s 
back on and working again now. It’s a 


bit ugly. I had a broken shoulder and 
lost all ligaments in my knee. Having 
had five crashes I’ve survived them all 
very well. 

“I’m lucky in that respect.” 

Tragically, his nephew, David Jeffries, 
who had created history by winning 
three races over three consecutive 
years, up until 2003, died during his 
only crash. 

“My nephew had one crash and he 
didn’t go back again,” said Nick. 

“He won a triple hat-trick, three wins 
three years running 1999, 2000, and 
2002. They didn’t run it in 2001 
because of foot and mouth. In 2003, 
in practice he was killed at a high 
speed corner. 

“It changed the family dynamic at 
the time. My mother had been watch¬ 
ing since 1947 and had enough of it 
seeing my father and my brother racing 
there. My brother ended up with a frac-

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tured spine, he’s a paraplegic, from a 
crash in Yorkshire. 

“My father survived it okay, and I did. 
She had had enough by 2003, so I said I 
wouldn’t race again. My mother died 
last year. I still wanted to race while I 
was young and fit. So this is my first 
race in ten years. 

“What I like is that you’re travelling 
full speed on the roads you could be 
driving on between towns. It’s a dream 
road. It is the most amazing circuit. 

“If you look at the two-week package, 
thousands of people, the organisation 
required to close that roads to ensure 
safety for the civilians of the island; it is 
the most remarkable event in terms of 
organisation, like the Olympics."

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Doc raps out some 
great entertainment

HIS is the face many will remember from the 
Comic Relief sketch as the unlikely musical part¬ 
ner to the cringeworthy David Brent in The Of¬ 
fice Revisited. 

As character Dom Johnson, he oozed street 
“cool” while Brent showed off his inner “chilled 
out entertainer” bobbing around alongside his 
young protege to the “anti-racist/multi-racial” 
song Equality Street. 

Doc Brown - real name Ben Smith - was never 
going to steal the show from Ricky Gervais’ 
Brent, but he played a great straight man and 
proved to all those fans from back in his rapping 
days, that even in his 30s he’s still as slick with 
his lyrics as he was then. 

You see, Doc Brown is so much to so many; a 
rapper, an actor and a stand-up comedian. 

It’s the latter which recently brought him to 
Canterbury’s Gulbenkian Theatre as part of his 
first ever UK stand-up tour. 

While his more recent fans will recognise him 
from appearances in Channel 4 comedies The 
Inbetweeners and Derek (he is also currently 
filming for ITV3’s Law and Order UK), his more 
dedicated followers will remember Doc from his 
rapping days. 

Working alongside Mark Ronson and De La 
Soul among others, the young British rapper, 
some assumed, was destined for great things in 
the hip hop world. But, says the 33-year-old, 
who is the brother of author Zadie Smith, he 
won’t be going back to rap anytime soon. 

“It would be difficult to go back to the under¬ 
ground of British rap, although it’s not as under¬ 
ground now as when I was doing it,” he said. 

“I’d got to the point where I’d been doing it a 
while and I started to distance myself from it. 

“I do so much writing for TV there really isn’t 
time to embark on an album at the moment.” 

Doc says after leaving the rapping game, he 
still needed to find a way to express himself. 

A chance call from a friend at the BBC, who 
was writing a sitcom for Lenny Henry, propelled 
Doc into work as a script consultant. 


But how did the articulate, former rapper from 
Kilburn end up on the stand-up circuit? 

“It was very organic - people think I made the 
decision but it was something that just hap¬ 
pened,” he said. 

And so we find him in Canterbury. 

His show begins in an unusual way, with an 
empty stage and a voice talking about cavemen 
and manliness. 

But suddenly this ball of energy emerges, look¬ 
ing much younger than his 33 years, in jeans, 
t-shirt and a hoody. 

He’s clearly clever and at the same time en¬ 
dearingly honest, mocking his inability to dance 
without the “white man’s overbite” and what he 
candidly describes as a failed rap career. 

Flitting between “hood” and his articulate, 
thoughtful considerations, Doc explains his de¬ 
sire to ditch his self-consciousness and mocks 
the rap world, using, well, rap. 

But he’s funny. Very funny, and despite touch¬ 
ing on the controversial, including race and ig¬ 
norant people who tell him “you’re just as much 
white as you are black” he points out the reality 
of saying that at a BNP rally. He is so refresh¬ 
ingly honest, admitting running the wrong way 
up a train escalator and waving at boats, you 
find yourself relating to him: “Yes, I’ve done that 
- no, I haven’t elbowed a cat in the face, but I 
wave at boats too.” 

Doc can pretend not to be cool, but he is. Even 
him admitting dad dancing and his lack of con¬ 
trol over his manhood as he tries to sing a “sexy” 
urban song while dancing in a nightclub, 
wouldn’t put you off wanting to be his mate. 

His rapping is slick and funny and he moves 
seamlessly from spitting out lyrics to telling a hi¬ 
larious story. 

He’s clearly confident, but takes the audience 
on a journey of how he has battled self-con¬ 
sciousness to arrive at the person he is today, a 
man who gets slightly scared of his daughters’ 
ghetto mates, but who is actually very cool. 

He was so funny, an hour was not long 
enough. There were no gimmicks or over-the- 
top characters seen with some other comics. 
This was Doc Brown, simple as that.

Continental culture comes 
up short for town’s diners 


T O TWIST a well known phrase, 
with a great location comes great 
responsibility. And in Whitstable 
the weight of a sea view should sit 
heavy on the shoulders of any res¬ 
taurant fortunate enough to be able 
to plonk their diners down before such a vista. 

The Hotel Continental is a fine looking 
establishment, with a striking pink facade 
which peers out over the estuary and the 
shingle banks. It is nestled on the arc which 
curves from Whitstable to the beach hut 
festooned Tankerton Slopes. In short, for a 
town which remains a popular destination 
for London folk, the Hotel Continental ought 
to be its beating heart. 

Its bar is light and airy, it is the only major 
hotel in the town centre and it has a restaurant 
which, as we sit down at a window table, offers 
seductive views. But on a Sunday evening it is 
nearly deserted. 

The reasons swiftly become apparent. 

Within sight of the sea, the expectation is that 
the menu would be a vibrant, ever-evolving 
selection of the fruits de la mer. 

Instead, it’s a plastic coated affair where 
seasonal changes don’t dictate the line-up. 

Things continue on a downward spiral when, 
having pondered our selections, we’re belatedly

informed the oysters, mussels and lobster are all 
off the menu. As is the prosecco. Off the menu? 
You can almost see the fish market from here. It 
is inexcusable. 

Goodwill is a little restored as they upgrade 
us to the house Champagne at no extra cost. 

But is then frittered away again when the 
starters arrive. 

Seared scallops with petit pois and mint 
butter and topped with crispy pancetta should 
be a glorious explosion of subtle tastes and the 
tang of the peas. Instead the scallops are over¬ 


cooked and the peas look like they are fresh out 
of a tin. As for the mint butter, well it’s barely 
detectable. A truly dire effort. 

My partner’s goats cheese and walnut salad is 
a marginally more successful effort. 

With expectation levels low, the rack of lamb 
arrives. The meat is tasty and there’s plenty of 
it. The artichoke and mint puree a good 
companion. But the rosemary potatoes are tired 
and over cooked and the carrots lifeless. 

The sea bass is a plump fish, but the ‘seasonal 
vegetables’ amounts purely to some beans and 
again there’s a feeling that little love and effort 
have been invested in the dish. 

Which is really the overall issue here. This 
hotel’s restaurant should dazzle; be a corner¬ 
stone and champion of the town. Instead it falls 
woefully short in comparison to other eateries 
nearby. And that should be a concern to an 
area which relies on word of mouth and good 
quality to keep the visitors coming back. 

Doing the bare minimum in this day and age 
simply isn’t good enough, I’m afraid. 

With desserts, the bill for two was a little 
over £73. Chris Thomson

Businesses Look to the east as 
cash incentives boost interest

THE tide of interest from businesses 
seeking to invest in the county 
appears to finally be shifting away 
from the north to the east, accord¬ 
ing to latest statistics. 

Courtesy of a huge boost in pub¬ 
licity and attention - fuelled by the 
decision of drugs firm Pfizer to with¬ 
draw much of its staff from its 
sprawling Sandwich site - east Kent 
is now receiving almost an equal 
number of enquiries as sites such as 
the Thames Gateway. 

The north Kent area has tradi¬ 
tionally always benefitted from its 
proximity to London. 

But the latest figures from the 
county’s inward investment agency, 
Locate in Kent, have revealed a new 
trend - identified by analysts as the 
result of investment from the Gov¬ 
ernment’s Regional Growth Fund. 

They showed 147 projects regis¬ 
tered with Locate in Kent were 
considering investing in Canter¬ 
bury, Dover or Thanet. 

This compared to Thames Gate¬ 
way, including Dartford, Graves¬ 
end, Medway and Swale, which 
received 149 enquiries. 

Paul Wookey, chief executive of 
Locate in Kent, said: “There has 
been a marked increase in interest 
in east Kent which has seen it rise 
from a third of enquiries in October 
2011. This suggests that business 
is increasingly viewing the area as 
being as attractive as the Thames 
Gateway.” 

The availability of funding sup¬ 
port for businesses from the local 
authority-backed Expansion East 
Kent, and the promotional Grow 
for It campaign, have been identi¬ 
fied as contributory factors to the 
increased interest. 

Mr Wookey said: “East Kent is 
now experiencing the level of inter¬ 
est from investors it long deserved. 

“High-speed rail and new roads 
have made the area far more acces¬ 
sible, and with the available finan¬ 
cial packages, and the heightened 
promotional activity through the 
Grow For It campaign, more busi¬ 
nesses are starting to see the area’s 


BOTH regions have enterprise 
schemes backed by Kent County 
Council with Government money. 

East Kent's has been in 
operation for longer, with many 
businesses already having 
received loans, while the north's 
project only started receiving 
applications last week. 

The east of the county also 
has a marketing and publicity 
machine in place - the north has 
no such direct equivalent. 


business potential. 

“We anticipate east Kent will 
continue to welcome greater levels 
of investment, in particular from 
those businesses involved in life 
sciences, creative and digital media, 
low carbon technologies and the 
tourism industry.” 

The Locate in Kent investment 
figures show 11 per cent of new in¬ 
vestment enquiries in east Kent are 
in the life sciences sector, with nine 
per cent for engineering and seven 
per cent for environmental busi¬ 
nesses, all higher than elsewhere in 
the county. 

Of east Kent’s 147 projects, a third 
of them had expressed an interest 
in applying for an interest-free loan 
from Expansion East Kent, which 
offers Regional Growth Fund loans 


Thanet, Canterbury, Dover and 
Shepway are trumpeted by east 
Kent's Grow For It campaign. 

It highlights connectivity via 
the high-speed rail service to 
London, international rail, ports 
and Manston airport along with 
£35 million available for loans to 
growing business, low rent and a 
skilled workforce together with 
Kent's natural attractions as a 
place for businesses to move to. 

It also highlights Sandwich 


to growing businesses in the area. 

So far, Expansion East Kent - 
which oversees the money - has 
distributed nearly £6 million to 21 
east Kent businesses which it says 
will create more than 500 jobs, 
with a further £10m in the pipeline 
creating another 800 jobs. 

It forms part of Expansion East 
Kent’s plans to create 5,000 new 
jobs, and unlock a further £300m 
of private sector investment. 

But analysts say there could be a 
swing back in the north’s favour - as 
the area recently obtained its own 
Regional Growth Fund allocation. 

Mr Wookey added: “Importantly, 
we anticipate levels of interest in 
Thames Gateway to rise with busi¬ 
nesses now able to apply for interest 
free loans through the £20m Tiger 


Discovery Park and its world- 
class technology facilities. 

Meanwhile, Thames Innovation 
Growth and Enterprise - Tiger - 
represents Medway, Dartford, 
Gravesham and Swale with 
£20m in funding. 

It aims to create 2,000 new 
jobs and bring in media, manu¬ 
facturing, technical development, 
environmental and low carbon 
businesses. Applications for 
funding started last Monday. 


(Thames Innovation, Growth and 
Enterprise) support initiative, fund¬ 
ed by the Regional Growth Fund. ” 
With the north and east now get¬ 
ting financial backing, businesses 
in the west could be next in line. 

Jo James, of the Kent Invicta 
Chamber of Commerce, said the 
success of the two bids for funding 
has led to another being submitted. 

She said: “We have been very for¬ 
tunate in Kent to have two success¬ 
ful Regional Growth Fund bids to 
support business growth 

“With successful applications 
made and now under way for both 
the east and the north of the coun¬ 
ty, focus is now being given to the 
remaining districts within Kent and 
a further bid has gone in to address 
that.”

Poll shows apprentices 
are employers’ dream 


THERE has been much made of the value of ap¬ 
prenticeships but a recent study has added 
weight to claims they are now becoming as valu¬ 
able as more conventional qualifications in the 
competitive jobs market. 

In a major new survey conducted by ICM Re¬ 
search on behalf of the National Apprenticeship 
Service, 500 employers from across the UK were 
asked to rate a selection of youngsters with a 
range of different qualifications. 

And in news which will no doubt delight 
those who have thrown their weight ^ 
behind apprenticeships as a way 
of building out of the economic 
gloom, they rated some ap¬ 
prentices more desirable J 
than university graduates. 

The research, designed to 
draw attention to the Gov¬ 
ernment’s online guide to 
higher apprenticeships, 
quizzed 500 employers on 
what they considered they 
most desirable sets of skills for 
the workplace. 

On an “employability” scale, 
qualified apprentices were 15 per cent 
higher than the average of all other types of 
qualifications (excluding degrees). 

And if they had completed a higher appren¬ 
ticeship - which combines work placement with 
education up to degree level - they were consid¬ 
ered 25 per cent more employable. 

The employers - which included the likes of 
British Airways, PricewaterhouseCoopers (PwC) 
and Unilever - were asked to rate the employabil¬ 
ity of people with different qualifications on a 
scale of one to ten. 


Apprenticeships scored on average 7.36, 
while those with other qualifications rated 
6.382. University graduates rated 7.58. Those 
with higher apprenticeships were most desirable 
at 7.98. 

It comes after the number of higher appren¬ 
ticeships rockets by 68 per cent during the 
2011/12 academic year, compared to the 12 
months before. 

In total, during the period, some 3,700 started 
higher apprenticeships. 

Skills Minister Matthew Hancock 
said: “We want apprenticeships or 
university to become the new 
norm for young people leaving 
school and higher appren¬ 
ticeships are an excellent 
way to enter high-profile 
careers while also achiev¬ 
ing a degree-level qualifica¬ 
tion.” 

David Way, executive di¬ 
rector, National Apprentice- 
ship Service added: “We know 
s that apprenticeships deliver real 
business benefits for employers. 

“At the same time, they can provide 
young people with a nationally recognised 
work-based route into professions that have tra¬ 
ditionally been the preserve of graduates.” 

Gaenor Bagley, head of people, at PwC, said: 
“We’re finding talent from wider sources than 
ever before. There’s no doubt in our mind that 
for talented students who are clear about their 
career path and want to get straight into work, 
higher apprenticeships offer a real opportunity 
that doesn’t compromise on training and devel¬ 
opment.” 



Union delight as it scoops green award

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Visitor numbers set for boost as 
French port expansion unveiled

A MAJOR development scheduled for the 
Port of Calais will have a significant im¬ 
pact across the Channel, a panel of experts 
is set to reveal. 

Full details of expansion work in France 
will be unveiled at a meeting in London on 
Tuesday and while it appears the moves 
will be mainly positive for Kent, analysts 
have pointed to some downsides. 

Using public money alongside private 
investment, the French are spending £424 
million (€500m) on doubling the size of 
the port, which will also increase the 
amount of traffic coming into Dover. 

A similar amount is also to be spent on a 
new logistics park, Calais Premier, which 
will be an option for distribution and ware¬ 
housing operations - possibly relocating 
from facilities on this side of the Channel. 

There are also plans to build a new 
theme park called Spyland on the site of 
the old Sangatte refugee camp, and a 160- 
hectare leisure development around the 
French exit of the Channel Tunnel has 
been given planning permission. 

Planners in France have said this could 
create jobs for people in Kent. 

But it could also take business away 
from hotels and guest houses in the south 
east, who fear tourists from abroad could 
opt to stay in Calais before using the Euro¬ 
tunnel or ferry to access the UK and Lon¬ 
don. 

P&O Ferries say they are looking for¬ 
ward to the development and any result¬ 
ant increase in traffic across the Channel. 

A spokesman said: “This news is all very 
exciting and very welcome. 

“The French appear to be pressing ahead 
with their infrastructure plans and even at 
a time of economic recession they seem 
able to find the money to do so. Maybe 
France is adopting a more forward think¬ 
ing policy. In any case it will be interesting 
to see the results.” 

Visit Kent are also optimistic. 

“We work closely with our colleagues 
across the Channel,” said a spokeswoman. 

“Any development that brings people to 
this area we regard as positive.” 
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A total of 60 per cent of the foreign Lorries that 
use Kent’s roads could be removed if plans 
unveiled by a German company come to fruition. 

One of the first tenants at Calais Premier is 
going to be CargoBeamer which has 
developed new technology to allow trailers 
to be transferred from trucks to trains. 


The first Line, which connects Calais to 
Legnica in Poland, begins commerciaL 
operations this month, and while the system 
won't be available in the UK for 
a while, the company plans to open 70 
terminals across Europe - including in 
the UK. 


London Array hits ‘major milestone’ 
as final wind turbine begins turning 


THE world's Largest off-shore windfarm is now 
fully operational as the last of its 175 turbines 
comes online. 

The London Array, jointly owned by Dong 
Energy, Masdar and EON, said the first phase of 
the project in the Thames Estuary has now been 
completed. 

The installation is now exporting enough 
energy to power 500,000 homes via an onshore 
station at Graveney, near Faversham. 

The windfarm is set to generate 630MW, 
which will result in an estimated cut in C02 
emissions of more than 900,000 tonnes a year. 
A proposed second phase could boost total 
capacity to 870MW. 

"This is the final major milestone of the 
construction phase and the culmination of more 
than two years' offshore construction work 


which began in March 2011 with the installation 
of the first foundation," said London Array 
project director Richard Rigg. 

RenewableUK's chief executive, Maria 
McCaffery, has called on the Government to 
ensure offshore wind is adequately supported 
through the upcoming energy bill. 

"Britain has a real achievement to celebrate 
here," she said. "The Largest operational offshore 
wind farm in the worLd is generating clean 
electricity for British homes and businesses. It's 
a monumental feat of green engineering. 

"To hold on to the UK's global lead in offshore 
wind, it's vital we maintain this momentum.

Octavia bulks up against rivals

SKODA’S best known car, the Octavia, reflects 
the transformation of its Czech homeland. 

The first Octavia was launched in 1959, 
during the dark days of the Communist era. It 
was a rather primitive thing alongside Western 
counterparts - Britain had just produced the 
Mini, for instance. But when the first modern 
day Octavia arrived here in 1998, the Czech 
Republic was firmly established and Skoda was 
modernising fast with generous investment by 
new owner, Volkswagen. 

We now have a third generation modern 
Octavia (from £15,990) retaining the familiar 
hatchback and estate options, but with crisper 
styling. It is also 90mm longer and 45mm 
wider, has a 108mm longer wheelbase to make 
the cabin larger, and is lighter by 102 kilos - 
equivalent to one adult passenger. 

It also changes market position within an 
expanded seven-strong Skoda range: the Octavia 
used to straddle two sectors, as a keenly-priced 
yet bigger rival to cars like the Ford Focus and 
VW Golf, and as a compact and cheaper 
alternative in the bigger Ford Mondeo class. 

With the affordable all-new Skoda Rapid now 
tackling the Focus and company though, the 
Octavia has bulked up slightly to slug it out in 
the Mondeo’s company car ‘user chooser’ 
arena, while still pleasing loyal private buyers - 
the foundation for Skoda’s perennial customer 
satisfaction awards. 

These Octavia fans won’t complain that 
their hero is now roomier with more tech 
and equipment; the three trim levels S, 

SE and Elegance offer £3,500, £3,890 and 
£5,300 worth of extra trim respectively against 
generation two equivalents. 

Fixtures and fittings have Skoda’s usual 
solidity, while tech lovers like the eight-inch 
touchscreen infotainment option. Handling is 
also taut yet comfortable, as expected from a car 
based on the impressive VW Golf platform. 

There are four launch engines - two petrol 
and two diesel, with the latter priced from 
£18,040. All are tax efficient and economical, 
including a road tax-exempt diesel emitting just 
99g/km of C02 and offering up to 74.3mpg on 
the official combined cycle. Skoda is adding an 
ultra frugal Greenline model later. 

Company car users will favour the 1.6 and 
2.0-litre diesels for now, even if the former is the 
only Octavia currently with a five rather than 
six-speed gearbox, which blunts efficiency and 
refinement a little. The extra upfront cost of the 
diesels doesn’t add up for private buyers though, 
who are unlikely to cover enough miles to 
recoup the premium via greater fuel economy. 

On top of a £700-2,000 saving, buyers of the 
1.2 or 1.4-litre petrol versions also enjoy lively 
acceleration and nimbler handling, while 
economy is good; the 1.2TSI has an official 
5 7.7mpg combined and low C02 emissions 
exempt it from road tax in year one, and liable 
for just £30 annually thereafter.

Clio's return to stylish form

IT’S the car Renault fans and dealers had been 
waiting for - the latest and fourth generation 
Clio supermini, priced from £10,595. 

The original burst upon the market in 1990, 
accompanied by the famous Nicole et Papa TV 
ads and their jaunty Django-esque soundtrack. 

The French marque’s success and image has 
since been very much tied to its ‘banker’ model, 
and the new car will be a shot in the arm after a 
turbulent couple of years, highlighted by a cull¬ 
ing of the UK line-up last year and the previous 
Clio losing its lustre prematurely. 

The problem was that the Clio Mk3 always 
looked too big, Renault having sought to make 
room in the range for its smaller Twingo model. 

Designers of the new car have cleverly sought 
to retain interior space though and add a gener¬ 
ous boot, but make it look more compact, largely 
through a sill insert that appears to pinch the 
car’s waist and height. 

And though it will only ever be sold as a five- 
door, the now familiar industry device of con¬ 
cealing the rear door handles makes it look like a 
coupe, though this means we won’t get a three- 
door Renaultsport performance variant later on 
- some fans may mourn that. 

Complementing this new exterior glamour, is 
a fabulous and airy cabin; Renault has chosen to 
take the Clio upmarket and leave its new budget 
brand Dacia’s Sandero supermini to mop up de¬ 
mand for bargain models. 

So, the quality of the Clio’s fixtures and fittings 
is upmarket, with a smart and distinctive info¬ 
tainment centre and some superb colour high¬ 
lighting, although I could visualise the blue gloss 
insets on the test car’s steering wheel looking 
scratched and tired after a while. 

Nevertheless, there is scope for personalisation 
and style, allowing the Clio to also attack the 
Mini/Fiat 500/Citroen DS3 niche - what I call 
the handbag/manbag sector.

Beneath the car’s glitz and glamour though, 
some impressive engineering has also been 
wrought, with at least 100 kilos in weight saved 
across all versions - equivalent to a 15-stone 
adult passenger. 

This can only help a chassis that feels far more 
nimble than the previous Clio anyway, high¬ 
lighted admirably by the test car’s new turbo¬ 
charged three-cylinder 0.9-litre petrol unit. 

This engine is a clear riposte to Fiat’s award¬ 
winning TwinAir engine - seen in the Fiat 500 
and Panda - and has the same Jekyll and Hyde 
ability to amble about sipping fuel, yet inject 
bursts of performance when required - albeit 
with likely harm to fuel economy. 

True, it can be noisy, but there is a fizz about 
driving it that marks a return to Clio basics that 
we all liked. However, the rise of these little pet¬ 
rol engines and their beneficial effect on the driv¬ 
ing experience in small cars does ruin the case 


for heavier diesel engines unless you expect to 
cover lots of miles. 

Nevertheless, the Clio’s launch line-up also in¬ 
cludes a refined new 1.5 dCi 90 diesel, plus a fa¬ 
miliar 1.2 petrol, offered as an entry point. 

Curiously, none of the launch engines offers a 
six-speed gearbox for greater economy and 
cruising refinement, but there are ECO branded 
models featuring the two new engines. 

The petrol ECO version is capable of 65.7mpg 
on the combined cycle, with road tax-free 99g/ 
km C02 emissions. The diesel escapes the tax by 
more with 83g/km and has a class-leading 
88.3mpg (combined). 

New Clio prices range from £10,595 to 
£16,095, with new models pitched between 
those of outgoing three and five-door versions; 
the Expression+, for instance, costs £230 less 
than the previous five-door equivalent yet comes 
with more kit.

MATT Coles could be Kent's star man this 
season - if he returns to the form and 
promise he showed at the start of 
last season and keeps disciplined.

With James Tredwell set to 
lead the club for the first time, 
after taking over as captain

Speaking ahead of Wednes¬ 
day’s County Championship 
Division Two opener at Leices¬ 
tershire, former Kent skipper 
Dave Fulton believes Tredwell 
has all the credentials needed 
to mount a challenge on all 
fronts. 

He told KoS: “I am sure he 
will do a very good job. 

“The county is in very safe, 
solid, hands where Tredders is 
concerned. He’s also got a good 
core of experienced people 
around him. 

“He’s had his ups and downs 
in his career which is impor¬ 
tant so you can empathise 
with people, so he under¬ 
stands the pressures play¬ 
ers face. That can help en¬ 
sure they play at their best.

The side has a solid core of experienced 
pros in the likes of new skipper James 
Tredwell and the man he replaced - 
Rob Key.

Key could well go 
on to flourish. 

Alongside him, 
wicketkeeper 
Geraint Jones has 
years of experience 
as vice captain, and 
last season's new 
recruits, bowlers Mark Davies and 
Charlie Shreck (pictured) have plenty 
to offer. 

Former skipper Dave Fulton believes 
them pivotal to the side's success. 

"If they keep their bowling attack fit 
with the likes of Shrecky, Davies and Matt 
Coles, they will go close to getting 
promoted," he said.

Stevens can do the business in Twenty20 


DARREN Stevens has been backed 
to continue his fine form in the 
limited-overs game. 

Stevens' explosive batting and 
wicket-taking have seen him 
become one of the country’s most 
feared threats in the Twenty20 and 
40-over format, this year rebranded 
the Yorkshire Bank 40. 

Stevens (pictured right) made 
197 runs at an average of 28, and 
took 20 wickets in the CB40, while 
averaging 25 in hitting 215 runs, and 
taking six wickets in the T20. 


Former Kent captain Dave Fulton 
is not optimistic about their chances 
of glory in the limited overs game, 
but with Stevens firing on all 
cylinders he says they could spring 
a surprise. 

"There will be some big guys 
floating around the Kent squad for 
the T20 who could impact in a big 
way. That will be a big card to play 
should they want to play it," he said. 
"With the likes of Darren Stevens - 
who is one of the best limited overs 
players - anything could happen. 


"They have a more sprightly look 
to their side in the field with Daniel 
Bell-Drummond and Sam Billings 
as well. I wouldn’t expect them to 
reach the finals though. 

"In 40-over cricket they are 
better placed. There are more 
dynamic players out there in terms 
of T20 cricket, but in terms of 40 
over one-day innings, they are very 
adept and can get 100s."

Karting ace has Formula 4 chance 


A FORMER karting champ from 
Rochester is pinning his hopes on the 
new BRDC Formula 4 championship 
to help him rise up through the ranks 
and fulfill his dreams. 

Simon Rudd has joined the 
Motionsport team and is now 
preparing for the start of the season 
which revs up later this month. 

The single-seater, open-wheel 
series was unveiled in the winter by 
Brands Hatch owners Motorsport 
Vision (MSV). It is the latest to be 
touted as a springboard into the ultra- 
competitive world of Formula One. 

The 23-year-old made his name on 
the karting circuit, particularly the 
gruelling 24-hour races. 


Last year, he secured a test drive 
in a Formula Renault Eurocup car 
by finishing second in the Henry 
Surtees Foundation race at 
Chatham’s Buckmore Park. 

The race was named in memory 
of the late son of Kent motorsport 
legend John Surtees, who was killed 
in a freak accident during a race at 
Brands Hatch. 

Rudd said: “I'm really excited and 
grateful to Motionsport for giving me 
this opportunity. Formula 4 was my 
main plan for this season. With it 
being a new series it's more of a level 
playing field. 

"It's difficult to have any expecta¬ 
tions at the moment but I’m looking 


forward to driving the car and I'd 
like to be competitive and make 
an impact." 

He will race alongside 16-year-old 
Ross Gunn for the team this season, 
which starts at Silverstone on April 
27/28, and comes to Brands Hatch 
on May 18/19. 

Team principal Simon Phillips said: 
"The cars are impressive and the 
team at MSV have done a great job 
of showing us around them. 

"We're now looking forward to 
getting some useful testing under our 
belts with Ross and Simon before the 
first round."

Hess proud of Gills’ promotion, 
but uncertain about own future

YOUTH coach, match-day hospitality stalwart, 
scout, and contract negotiator; Andy Hes- 
senthaler’s had a busy season behind the scenes 
of Gillingham’s promotion campaign. 

But there is one thing the former Gillingham 
boss misses the most - team management. And 
he admits he has turned down chances this sea¬ 
son to return to the dug-out. 

And he hints it may not be too long before he 
steps out of the shirt and tie and back into a 
tracksuit to return to the part of the game he 
loves the most. 

Yet he remains thoroughly committed to the 
Gills, a club with which he has become synony¬ 
mous and enjoyed success with over the years as 
both a player and player-manager. 

He also says the club’s promotion will make 
the club “more attractive” to Premier League 
outfits when it comes to loaning out rising stars. 

“I would be lying if I said I don’t miss the 
coaching side of things,” he tells KoS this week 
after watching the Gills clinch promotion last 
weekend. 

“I love coaching and managing. Martin Allen 
has been good and let me come to training and 
get involved with the development squad. 

“It took a little bit of time to settle into the role. 
As you can imagine, it wasn’t easy. 

“As for what the future holds for me, I need to 
have a conversation with the chairman. 

“I have had a couple of opportunities to go 
back into management or coaching at clubs I 
won’t name. 

“That’s something, if I’m being honest, I would 
like to do. I do envisage myself getting back into 
managing if the right opportunity came along.” 

After stepping down at the end of last season, 
following two unsuccessful shots at promotion, 
he took up the offer of chairman Paul Scally 
to become the director of football at Priestfield, 
taking on an ambassadorial role with Scally 
spending much of his time living in Dubai. 

He watched on as his successor guided the

Gills to promotion at his first attempt. 

However, he feels he has played his part. He 
signed, for example, Danny Kedwell who netted 
the promotion-winning goal in the 1-0 win over 


Torquay United last Saturday. 

“I was very proud last Saturday. 

“What was nice was I got a bit of recognition 
from the fans and that was very humbling. 

“Gillingham has been a big part of my life. Last 
year was disappointing because I didn’t get to 
take it on again. 

“But it’s about Gillingham Football Club. It’s 
not about me or anybody else. 

“Obviously, I wanted to be the manager, but 
the chairman felt he needed to make a change. 

“I wasn’t happy about it, but I understood it.” 

He sees an exciting future for the club he’s 
managed twice and played more than 300 
games for. 

“We want to kick on now, we want to keep the 
momentum going. We don’t want to stand still. 

“Hopefully, with the new stadium plans the 
chairman is working on (see news pages) that 
can happen. 

“A lot of people talk about consolidating, but 
we have got to push on and take the step up to 
the next level.” 

One thing that has changed at the club this 
season is how the scouting network has expand¬ 
ed, with Hess playing a key part in building up a 
portfolio of clubs and players, both at home and 
abroad. 

It has taken a step on from the work he started 
last year when Argentinian keeper Paulo Gazza- 
niga signed on a free transfer before he was sold 
on to Southampton in the summer for a signifi¬ 
cant profit. 

Adds Hess: “I have seen a lot of games this sea¬ 
son: in the league above, in the Conference and a 
lot of Premier League under-21 games. 

“We have put ourselves on the map again. We 
become more attractive as a football club to Pre¬ 
mier League clubs who are looking to let players 
go out on loan. 

“There’s more chance of them coming to us. 
Developing those relationships and bringing in 
players has been a real strong point this year. 

“Spotting players is important for a club like 
Gillingham. We are not a selling club, but every¬ 
body has got their price.”

Byrne eyes record-breaking victory as 
he starts title defence in winning style

SHANE ‘Shakey’ Byrne began the 
defence of his British Superbike 
Championship title in imperious 
form at his home circuit of Brands 
Hatch. 

The 36-year-old from Sheppey 
took pole in qualifying for the first 
race - which he went on to win - 
before claiming third place in race 
two on the Indy track. 

It means the Rapid Solicitors 
Kawasaki rider Leads the standings 
with 41 points, and is within one 
race win of equalling Ryuichi 
Kiyonari’s all-time record number 
of BSB race wins of 43. Byrne will 
have the opportunity to overtake 
that record at Hampshire track 
Thruxton this weekend. 

In race one, he shadowed 
Australian Josh Brookes during 


the early stages before making 
his move at the halfway point, 
and edged away from Alex Lowes 
to clinch the win by just over a 
second. 

In race two he followed a similar 
pattern, and chased down James 
ELlison, making his move with 
three laps to go. 

However, he ran wide and was 
forced onto the grass, recovering 
in time to cross the Line in third. 

Byrne said: “It’s nice to get the 
first two races and pre-season 
nerves out of the way, and to come 
away with a first and a third is a 
good start. I’m happy with how it’s 
gone. 

“The first race couldn’t have 
been any better to be fair, and 
once I decided to make my move I 


was able to open up a bit of a 
cushion over Alex [Lowes]. 

“I was biding my time in the 
second race as well and thought 
James had presented me with an 
opportunity, but he tipped in 
earlier than I anticipated and it 
was very close. 

“Luckily, we had a gap to the 
rest of the field and I was able to 
rejoin in third so, with a win and a 
third, and a one-point champion¬ 
ship lead, its all been good." 

Lowes who finished second in 
both outings, is a point behind 
Byrne in the standings, while Josh 
Brookes is third with 27.
